T he National Council of Teachers of English is proud to be part of a tradi- 
tion that we want to share with you. In our bibliography series are four 
different booklists, each focused on a particular audience, each updated 
regularly. These are Adventuring with Books (pre-K through grade 6), Kaleidoscope 
(multicultural literature, grades K through 8), Your Reading (middle school/ 
junior high), and Books for You (senior high). Together, these volumes list 
thousands of recent children's and young adult trade books. Although the works 
included cover a wide range of topics, they all have one thing in common: they're 
good books that students and teachers alike enjoy. 

How are these volumes put together? The process begins when an 
educator who knows literature and its importance in the lives of students and 
teachers is chosen by the NCTE Executive Committee to serve as booklist editor. 
That editor then works with teachers and librarians who review, select, and 
annotate hundreds of new trade books sent to them by publishers. It's a 
complicated process, one that can last three or four years. But because of their 
dedication and strong belief in the need to let others know about the good 
literature that's available, these professionals volunteer their time in a way that 
is commendable and serves as an inspiration to all of us. The members of the 
committee that compiled this volume are listed on pages 450-51, and we are 
truly grateful for their hard work. 

As educators know, no single book is right for every reader or every 
purpose, so inclusion in this booklist is not necessarily an endorsement from 
NCTE. But it does indicate that the professionals who make up the booklist 
committee feel that the work in question is worthy of teachers' and students' 
attention, whether for its informative or aesthetic qualities. Similarly, exclusion 
from an NCTE booklist is not necessarily a judgment on the quality of a given 
book or publisher. Many factors — space, time, availability of certain books, 
publisher participation — may influence the final shape of the list. 

We hope that you'll find this booklist a useful resource in discovering 
new titles and authors, and we hope that you will want to collect other booklists 
in the series. Our mission is to help improve the teaching and learning of English 
and the language arts, and we hope you'll agree that the quality of our booklists 
contributes substantially toward that goal.

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Foreword 



I t intrigues me to write about the importance of reading, because I have spent 
the last fifteen years, since the publication of my first novel, talking with stu- 
dents about the fact that I read only one book of fiction during my entire stay 
in high school. Tales of recycling my brother's book reports, and of making up 
titles and authors, are partly attention grabbers, which score high marks from the 
student population and a collective throat-clearing from teachers and librarians. 

I pull myself out of the fire by discussing the importance of stories in my 
life, and examining what I cheated myself out of with my rebellious, develop- 
mentally appropriate behavior. 

In 1956, when I was ten years old, television came to Cascade, Idaho. It 
was black and white, began its broadcast day at three in the afternoon, and woke 
my father on the couch to the strains of "The Star-Spangled Banner" or a par- 
ticularly stirring recitation of "High Flight" well before midnight. My fifth-grade 
teacher, Minnie Byers, ran her finger over her grade book at the end of the year 
and estimated accurately, within three weeks, the date each of our families 
bought a T. V. My father told me television would change the social structure of 
the town, and he was right. The Roxy Theater closed before I reached junior high 
school, and groups such as the Civic Club and the Ladies' Auxiliary and the 
American Legion and the Masons and the Eastern Star either stopped meeting 
altogether, or cut back drastically on their meetings in order to accommodate 
Broderick Crawford on "Highway Patrol" or Ed Sullivan or Burns and Allen. 

I loved television. It was hypnotic and magical. I took pride in my abil- 
ity to recite the name of every program on every night of the week between 7:00 
and 10:00 p.m. I raced home every day after school to watch Gene Autry or Roy 
Rogers gun down bad guys. 

And I stopped reading. 

I began writing stories for publication in 1981, at the age of thirty-five. I 
might well have started ten years earlier, but it took me that long to catch up on 
my reading and to realize that the benefit of good stories is interactive. A good 
storyteller puts his or her words on the page and challenges me to run those 
words through my imagination, to establish a relationship with the characters, 
to picture the places, to chase the plot. It is active; I play a part. Scout Finch or 
Bert Bowden or Kenny Watson or Tim O'Brien or Celie is a person with whom 
I have a relationship. They touch me because they see the world in a way that 
connects with the way I see the world. We have intimacy. 

While some of this may also be true with T.V. characters and their sto- 
ries, there is a big difference. Television shows me no respect. It does all the work. 
What I lost when I shifted my mode of receiving stories was the ability to par- 
ticipate, and to take the time I needed to savor the story, to process it in my head. 
So in general I robbed myself of stories at the age of ten, and didn't reclaim them 
until fifteen years later. 

When I look at the kinds of stories I like to tell, I have only to go back to 
that one book of fiction I read in high school. To Kill a Mockingbird, considered a 
staple in the classroom now, but barely off the bestseller list then. My high school 
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English teacher assigned it, and I was delighted to discover informative front 
and back flaps and a teacher so excited about the story that she couldn't help 
giving away enough of the plot to allow me to slip through the tests, writing in 
generalities and in the evasive language at which I had become so proficient. 

Then I made a mistake. I read the first few pages of this industrial-strength 
Shop-Vac of a novel and it sucked me, like a ping-pong ball in a tornado, into 
the heart and bowels of Scout Finch's South. It was a story that told the truth in 
its native tongue; it made me laugh, it sent me into rages, and when the black 
folks in the upper deck of the courtroom rose for Atticus's passing, I cried like a 
baby. I fell in love. 

Unfortunately my English teacher followed that in machine-gun fashion 
with The Scarlet Letter and Wuthering Heights , one of which left me scrambling 
to discover which letter of the alphabet it might be without reading the book, 
while the other simply "wuthered" my brain and etched in concrete the belief 
that the only good book ever written was To Kill a Mockingbird , and, hey. I'd al- 
ready read that. 

I try to write stories that could stand up to being the next book a stu- 
dent like me might read following Harper Lee's story. I haven't done that yet, 
but I'm getting closer and, luckily, a lot of kids who read my stuff haven't read 
Mockingbird yet. So for now. I'm an opening act. I believe it's important to tell 
stories that ring of truth, to tell them in the language in which they exist — which 
is probably why I found myself on the USA Today list of ten most banned au- 
thors last summer. I believe there is only one way to respect your audience and 
that is to respect your characters — never to back off from telling the truth about 
them, never to sugar-coat a story, but to look for hope that exists within it. I 
believe it is important that any good literature reflect rather than model, and I 
will therefore never tell a story of what should be rather than what is. Teenag- 
ers do not like to be lied to any more than adults like to be lied to, and for the 
same reasons. I believe being a good storyteller carries with it as much respon- 
sibility as honor, and though I am aware that authors writing for young adults 
are often treated like the bastard siblings of "real" writers, as young adult nov- 
els are treated like the red-headed stepchildren of literature, neither of those 
truths is deserved. One cannot read Christopher Paul Curtis's wondrous new 
novel. The Watsons Go to Birmingham— 1963, or the works of Terry Davis, Norma 
Fox Mazer, Will Weaver, Chris Lynch, Robert Cormier, Lois Lowry, Graham 
Salisbury, Walter Dean Myers, Richard Peck — to name a few and short-shrift 
many — without knowing that writing about younger people does not mean 
writing down to them. It is because of being in the company of writers like these 
that I continue to tell the stories I tell.

Chris Crutcher writes novels that reflect real life as he sees it, and he's seen a lot of it, 
having been a lifeguard, a construction worker, a gas station attendant, a teacher, and 
the director of an alternative school, after roaming the country for a year after college. 
He now works in Spokane, Washington, as a child and family therapist in a mental health 
center, focusing on child-abuse cases. His novels, which include Running Loose, The

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S ometimes you realize that ours can be a difficult and constantly changing 
world, a world in which there are no easy answers, a world in which it is 
difficult even to know sometimes what the questions are that need to be 
asked. Often, when you are confused, you phone a good friend and find solace 
in talking about the experience that has made you upset. Sometimes, though, 
you feel on top of the world, and you are especially glad to be alive. When times 
are good — when you've made the grade on an important project, when your 
team has played extraordinarily well, when you've found a terrific part-time 
job, when you find yourself involved in a relationship that feels great, or when 
you've been accepted at the college of your choice — you share the joy and ex- 
citement of the moment with your friends as well. 

For those of us involved in the creation of this booklist, books are good 
friends. We turn to them when we need information, when we want to know 
that others have had similar experiences, and when we want to see how others 
deal with all the ups and downs of life. Sometimes we read just for enjoyment, 
just because we want to be transported into another place and time as a way to 
escape the particulars of our own. Sometimes we read because we love the way 
in which an author uses words and we value the craft and artistry involved in 
writing. And, because we enjoy the world of books for all these reasons, we want 
to share them with others in the hopes they, too, will be entertained, thrilled, 
informed, delighted, made wiser, and affected in a multitude of ways. In par- 
ticular, we want to share with you the best the publishing world has had to 
offer over the past three years. 

Since the end of 1993, the Books for You committee has read almost four 
thousand books copyrighted between 1994 and 1996. We then evaluated them, 
asked our students about their reactions to them, and talked about them with 
our colleagues in an effort to provide you with this list of titles. Of course, no 
one title will appeal to every reader. However, we have tried to show that, in 
the world of books, there is something for everyone. Some of you may fall in 
love with the poetry and photography combination of Something Permanent by 
Cynthia Rylant and Walker Evans. Some of you may thrill to the adventure of 
Lao Hong in Malcolm Bosse's The Examination. Some of you may find strength 
to confront your own fears as you read the grittily realistic depiction of Tish's 
response to abuse in When She Hollers by Cynthia Voigt. Still others of you may 
gobble up the statistics about a favorite sports event from a title such as Dan 
Gutman's World Series Classics , or may relish the joy of a romance like that of 
Lydia in Sid Hite's Answer My Prayer. 

Because we want to make it as easy as possible for you to find the kind 
of books you want, we have tried to provide multiple ways into this booklist. 
The chapters are arranged alphabetically; some chapters revolve around a par- 
ticular theme, such as "Friendship," while others focus on a particular topic of 
interest to many young adults, such as "Recreation, Travel, and Leisure Time 
Activities," while still others list books in a particular genre, such as "Poetry 
and Drama." Within each chapter, the books are arranged alphabetically by 
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author's last name. The information you need to be able to find the book either 
at the library or the bookstore, such as the publisher, date of publication, and 
ISBN is also provided. At the end of each chapter we also list other titles which 
relate to that chapter but which have been annotated elsewhere. Thus, a book 
like Much Ado about Prom Night, by William D. McCants, which is primarily about 
students involved in a peer counseling program in their senior high, is anno- 
tated in the chapter title "School Stories," but because it has a subplot about 
romances related to the upcoming prom, it is cross-listed at the end of the an- 
notations in the chapter titled "Dating and Sexual Awareness." Check out these 
lists, and also make sure you investigate topics and themes that overlap; if you 
are looking for information about a sports player, try both the "Sports and Sports 
Figures" chapter and the "Autobiography, Biography, and Collective Biography" 
chapter. 

If you have a favorite author, you can find new books by him or her in 
the author index. If you know the title of a book and want to read about it, look 
it up in the title index. If you are interested in a particular topic but can't quite 
figure out which chapter might lead you to books about that topic, try the sub- 
ject index. Additionally, there are appendices that list books written by authors 
from other countries and that provide titles in which there are characters reflec- 
tive of the cultural diversity of both the United States and the world. When you 
are reading an annotation, just after the bibliographic information, you may see 
one of three sets of initials. ER means the title is easy reading; WL, short for 
"world literature," means that the title was written by an author from a coun- 
try other than the United States or Great Britain; and MC, our abbreviation for 
"multicultural," is an indication that the characters in the book come from 
diverse cultural backgrounds. 

We have reviewed newly released editions of previously published books, 
but you should know that there are many, many titles published earlier that are 
well worth your time. Previous editions of Books for You can provide you with 
information about these books. You should also be aware that we have not 
annotated every single title published during our time as the Books for You 
committee. Some publishers sent us many, many titles; other publishers sent us 
only a few of their new offerings, so that, in spite of our best efforts to provide 
you with some insight about the newest books, there are probably a few good 
ones that "got away." 

Nevertheless, we hope you will find this edition of Books for You a valu- 
able reference tool as you search for just the right book. We want you as young 
adults to enjoy all the wonders of the reading experience, and we hope that as 
you enter into these books your world will be made richer for the time you spend 
with them.

1.1 Bosse, Malcolm. Deep Dream of the Rain Forest. Sunburst / Farrar, 
Straus and Giroux, 1993. 179 pp. ISBN 0-374-41702-4. Fiction. 

Two young men whose lives could scarcely be more different are 
brought together in the jungle of 1920s Borneo. Harry Windsor, a fif- 
teen-year old English boy whose interests run to rugby and cricket, finds 
his life entwined with that of Bayang, a member of a people who prac- 
tice head-hunting. Bayang and his friend Duck Foot, a young girl os- 
tracized by the tribe because of her webbed foot, abduct and then be- 
friend Harry on their journey to fulfill the prophecy of a powerful 
dream, and the lives of all three are the richer for the adventure and 
lessons of the experience. MC 

1.2 Bosse, Malcolm. The Examination. Farrar, Straus and Giroux, 1994. 296 
pp. ISBN 0-374-32234-1. Fiction. 

In sixteenth-century Ming Dynasty China, two teenage brothers travel 
from their home in the western province of Sichuan to the imperial capi- 
tal of Beijing. Lao Hong is determined to see that his older brother Lao 
Chen passes the grueling government examinations, and this goal serves 
as the basis for a cross-country odyssey in which the brothers face floods, 
plagues of locusts, Japanese pirates, and their own self-doubts. Both 
brothers come to terms with their own views of the world and gain self- 
knowledge as they face the transition from home to the different futures 
upon which they finally decide. MC

886810-01-4. Fiction. 

In seventh-century India, fourteen-year-old Arjun's life is drastically 
changed after the caravan in which he and his twelve-year-old sister 
are traveling is overrun by bandits. After his sister is carried off and 
Arjun is sold to the army, he eventually becomes a proud warrior in the 
elephant corps; still, he continues to search for his missing sister. India's 
ancient social order is described throughout the story. MC 
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1.4 Butler, Octavia E. Parable of the Sower. Four Walls Eight Windows, 
1993. 299 pp. ISBN 0-941423-99-9. Fiction. 

Lauren Olamina turns sixteen in the year 2025. She and her family are 
lucky to scrape by in their walled neighborhood, but she foresees that 
they will not long prevent the mayhem outside from overrunning their 
shaky haven. When this happens, she escapes with her survival bundle 
and her commitment to a new belief system. She is joined on her jour- 
ney north by other refugees. The horrors they face from marauding 
gangs and the strength they show make an engrossing story.

Traveling around the world on their small sailing boat, Andy Thomp- 
son and his family have stopped on a small island off the coast of Papua 
New Guinea, when, because of the imminent eruption of a volcano, they 
are forced to evacuate. Once the volcano erupts, Andy and his family 
confront a 100-foot tidal wave, the destruction of their boat, and vicious 
sharks. At the same time, Kaleku, a native of the islands, has set off to 
start his life as a sacred Shark Caller, a hunter of the sharks that fill the 
waters around his island. Caught in the same tidal wave that affects the 
Thompson family, Kaleku must survive the shark-infested sea. The story 
weaves together the struggles to survive of these very different young

1.6 Carter, Alden R. Between a Rock and a Hard Place. Scholastic, 1995. 
213 pp. ISBN 0-590-48684-5. Fiction. 

Perhaps the title Blood Is Thicker than Water would be more appropriate 
for this adventure novel. Teenage cousins Mark and Randy are pushed 
into a family tradition: a canoe trip marking their transition into the 
adult world. Neither young man is happy about this situation, but they 
embark on their adventure in spite of mixed feelings about both the trip 
and each other. As they travel through Minnesota's lake country, they 
actually begin to enjoy the experience, until it turns into a life-and-death 
struggle for survival.

Cooney paints the picture of the fire and all the events and 
actions that surround it in a quick-moving, minute-by-minute log of a 
fateful afternoon in the Los Angeles hills.

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1.8 Crichton, Michael. The Lost World. Alfred A. Knopf, 1995. 393 pp. ISBN 
0-679-41946-2. Fiction. 

In this sequel to Jurassic Park , six years have passed since the disaster it 
described, which remains secret to all but those who had some direct 
part in it. It turns out that the dinosaur experiments were performed 
on another island as well. A team of American researchers, with two 
child stowaways, reaches the island to begin studies, only to be trapped 
by the beasts and a greedy corporate boss. Some strong language. 

1.9 Cross, Gillian. The Great American Elephant Chase. Puffin Books, 1994. 
193 pp. ISBN 0-14-037014-5. Fiction. 

Reminiscent of The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn , this novel describes 
how fifteen-year-old Tad and his sister Cissie, a few years younger, find 
themselves drifting down the Ohio River of the late 1800s in a daring 
escape with, of all things, an elephant. Their goal is to reach a farm in 
Nebraska, while staying out of reach of the crooked Mr. Jackson and 
Esther. The story centers on how the orphaned Tad, unwanted and feel- 
ing worthless, gains confidence and self-knowledge during the trio's 
adventures. 

1.10 Galloway, Les. The Forty Fathom Bank: Novella. Chronicle Books, 1994. 
108 pp. ISBN 0-8118-0034-2. Fiction. 

Twenty years after a disturbing incident on the sea that changed his life, 
the narrator looks back and tells his story. Down on his luck, the narra- 
tor had tried to make an instant fortune by shark fishing off the Cali- 
fornia coast. The deal he made with an experienced fisherman is at the 
heart of the narrator's feeling about this venture, feelings which turned 
from desperation to avarice to remorse. 

1.11 Garland, Sherry. Indio. Harcourt Brace, 1995. 304 pp. ISBN 0-15-200021- 
6. Fiction. 

Ipa-ta-chi is a fourteen-year-old Indian girl living in Mexico in the late 
1500s. Her village is a peaceful and fertile farming village. A drought is 
plaguing the area, however, and Ipa goes to the hills to pray for rain. 
Upon her return to the village, the Apaches attack, killing many men. 
Ipa realizes that life in her community is going to change, but it is not 
until she meets the invading Spanish soldiers that she realizes how dras- 
tic that change will be. Enslaved by the Spanish along with her brother 
and cousin, Ipa assists in a dangerous escape attempt only to be accused 
of the murder of the slave foreman. MC

Canada's Northwest Territories draw Gabe out of Texas; he wants to 
be nearer his dad, who works on drilling rigs. Gabe hears amazing tales 
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of the frozen wilderness from his roommate Raymond, a native of the 
Dene tribe. Gabe sure wishes he'd paid better attention to those stories 
when they become stranded up the Nahanni River without a paddle as 
winter is about to hammer down. Hobbs's novel is a curious blend of 
mystical tribal teachings and harsh frontier reality. ER

Terp Jones and his dog. Dusty, climb Picture House, an Anasazi cliff 
dwelling, to view the moon's eclipse. While there, the two deter thieves 
from desecrating sacred burial grounds. When Terp finds and plays an 
ancient eagle bone flute the thieves leave behind, he experiences magi- 
cal transformations, adventure, and a new awareness of the lore of the 
Southwest. Terp experiences a mystical encounter with Cricket, who 
reveals his true identity and that of the flute's owner, Kokopelli. ER MC 

1.14 McCrumb, Sharyn. She Walks These Hills. Charles Scribner's Sons, 
1994. 336 pp. ISBN 0-684-19556-9. Fiction. 

Even in the Appalachian Mountains, still a place of wilderness and iso- 
lated communities, events ripple through many lives and cause waves 
on distant shores. Those touched by the tide include a local deejay trans- 
planted from New England, an escaped convict with a life sentence for 
murder, his now-respectable ex-wife, a history professor obsessed with 
a girl who was kidnaped by Shawnee over two hundred years before, 
a woman aspiring to become a deputy sheriff, and the macho man she 
loves. Suspenseful and engaging.

Fifteen-year-old Miguel tells the story of his adventures during an ex- 
pedition to find a legendary golden temple in the heart of sixteenth- 
century New Spain. His father, a Spanish conquistador, has disappeared 
years before in a similar adventure. In an expedition filled with danger 
from nature, hostile native peoples, and members of the expedition it- 
self, Miguel must find strength to survive.

Amos Oz describes a day in the life of Soumchi, an imaginative eleven- 
year-old boy living in British-occupied Jerusalem. Much like Tom Saw- 
yer, Soumchi has one continuously evolving adventure that starts when 
his eccentric uncle gives him a bicycle for a gift. Against his will, 
Soumchi trades this bicycle for a train set, which leads to his getting a 
dog and a pencil sharpener and then having a fight with his father and 
an evening with the girl with whom he is madly in love. MC WL

Sixteen-year-old Melanie Spence is propelled out of her schoolgirl's life, 
a life overshadowed by the high-pressure tactics of a surfer-boyfriend, 
memories of an absent, sex-obsessed father, and an overprotective 
mother, into the twisted fantasy world of a kidnapper and killer. Taken 
from her own home, Melanie struggles to escape madman Curtis Lowe, 
who is striving to control the "monster" only he can see. This fast-paced, 
realistic account takes the reader into the minds of the abducted girl, 
the madman, the parent, and the police.

1.20 Paulsen, Gary. Winterdance: The Fine Madness of Running the 
Iditarod. Harcourt Brace, 1994. 256 pp. ISBN 0-15-126227-6. Nonfiction. 

Gary Paulsen entered "a world beyond his knowing" when he decided 
to run the famous Iditarod dog sled race across Alaska. Tested both 
mentally and physically by the severe demands of the course and the 
weather, he came to know and truly respect the dogs who pulled him 
1,180 miles. The experience was not only an individual victory for 
Paulsen, but was an event of mystical importance in his life and an ad- 
venture of the first rank.

Richards' Bicycle Repair 
Manual. Dorling Kindersley, 1994. 96 pp. ISBN 1-56458-484-4. Nonfic- 
tion. 

Every bicycle enthusiast should own this book! It spans a variety of 
topics of interest to bicyclists such as the parts of a bike, care and main- 
tenance, service schedules and suggestions, and an easy-reference 
troubleshooting chart. Did you ever think to use a twig as a temporary 
repair remedy for a broken chain? This is just one of several suggestions 
for emergency repairs offered in a special chapter. Colorful pictures and 
concise explanatory passages complete the appeal of this handy refer- 
ence book. 

2.2 Birkitt, Malcolm. Harley-Davidson Electra Glide. Osprey Automotive, 
1994. 128 pp. ISBN 1-85532-402-4. Nonfiction. 

This text provides a chronological history of Harley-Davidson's widely 
known Electra Glide model, covering engine developments, options, 
and accessories. The book includes many large color photographs, as 
well as reprints of older advertising materials. Technical and nontech- 
nical information is well integrated so that the text is understandable. 

2.3 Brownell, Tom, and Mike Mueller. Chevrolet Pickup: Color History. 
Motorbooks International, 1994. 128 pp. ISBN 0-87938-876-5. Nonfiction. 

This text is a comprehensive history of Chevrolet trucks, from the 
company's 1918 entry into the light-truck market through the 1994 
models. A parallel history of trucks manufactured by GMC, Chevrolet's 
sister company, is also given. The chronology of model years focuses 
on engines, body and cab developments, and design trends. Model evo- 
lution is described in technical terms (wheel-base, displacement) and 
nontechnical terms (chrome grilles, art deco styling). The early chap- 
ters are chronologically formatted, and then five chapters focus on 
unique models. The final chapter discusses technical aspects of the en- 
gines. 
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2.4 Campisano, Jim. American Muscle Cars. MetroBooks, 1995. 128 pp. 
ISBN 1-56799-164-5. Nonfiction. 

This book chronicles the " muscle car" era from 1960 to 1974, describ- 
ing model introductions and receptions, rivalries, popularity, slang, etc. 
Inserts focus on particular engines ("legends"), significant models, and 
calendars of model evolution. Color pictures as well as advertising re- 
prints are included on almost every page. Three chapters cover peri- 
ods, 1960-63, 1964-67, and 1968-74. One chapter, entitled "Ponycar 
Mania," focuses on the legendary Ford Mustang, and another chapter 
considers racing's impact on model evolution. 

2.5 Chimits, Xavier, and Francois Granet. Williams Renault Formula I 
Motor Racing Book. Dorling Kindersley, 1994. 64 pp. ISBN 1-56458-627- 
8. Nonfiction. 

Colorful and detailed pictures take the reader into the world of Formula 
I racing, describing all aspects of the sport from driver racewear to build- 
ing a car to driving techniques. There is also a section on world cham- 
pions of the sport and information on what has happened to some of 
racing's "greats," both the people and the cars. 

2.6 Craft, John. Vintage and Historic Stock Cars. Motorbooks International, 
1994. 96 pp. ISBN 0-87938-898-6. Nonfiction. 

This model-by-model history of stock cars begins with a 1950 
Oldsmobile and runs through 1994 Chevrolet, Pontiac, and Ford mod- 
els. Each model is profiled and specifications are provided. Some 
NASCAR history is included as well as many color photos. 

2.7 Cruickshank, Gordon. Cars. Dorling Kindersley, 1995. 160 pp. ISBN 0- 
7894-0217-3. Nonfiction. 

This readable mini-encyclopedia of the automobile, part of the Pockets 
Full of Knowledge series, runs from past to future, exploring the vehicle 
inside out and covering luxury cars, everyday cars, sports cars, special- 
ized cars, racing cars, and classic cars. A reference section includes a 
timeline, inventors, famous races and places, and amazing facts, fol- 
lowed by a list of resources and a glossary. This in-depth examination 
will fascinate novice and expert alike. 

2.8 Daytona 500: The Men and Machines of Speedweeks '94. Autosport 
International, 1994. 160 pp. ISBN 0-929323-12-2. Nonfiction. 

This collection of journalistic articles on Speedweek race events includes 
a pictorial narrative of the annual Daytona 500 stock car race and a pic- 
torial yearbook of drivers and team owners. One article provides bio- 
graphical information on 1994 race winner Sterling Marlin. Summary 
charts of race statistics, results, and driver /team field standings are 
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included. The understandable descriptions given will appeal to the nov- 
ice race enthusiast and yet are detailed enough to interest more informed 
readers. 

2.9 Evans, Jeremy. Motocross and Trials. Crestwood House, 1993. 48 pp. 
ISBN 0-89686-821-4. Nonfiction. 

This is a slim, brightly colored, nonthreatening book on motocross, be- 
ing one volume in the Adventurers series. A contents page, a glossary, 
an index, and a list of international organizations devoted to motocross 
as a recreational hobby and a professional sport round out the large 
number of visuals. MC 

2.10 Heasley, Jerry, and the automotive editors of Consumer Guide. Mustang 
Chronicle. Publications International, Ltd., 1995. 240 pp. ISBN 0-7853- 
1174-2. Nonfiction. 

Heasley provides an in-depth history of Ford's ever-popular "ponycar" 
from the 196472 original through 1995 models. He places the car's his- 
tory in larger historical context (e.g., 1988: Manuel Noriega indicted, 
Chrysler profits drop for fourth straight year, only one change made to 
'88 Mustang). Three- to four-page chapter introductions are followed 
by calendar year /model year summary charts, then many color photo- 
graphs with accompanying short explanatory entries. 

2.11 Hilton, Christopher. Ayrton Senna. Patrick Stephens, 1994. 192 pp. ISBN 
1-85260-483-2. Nonfiction. 

This eloquent biographical tribute to deceased Grand Prix race-driver 
Ayrton Senna opens with a description of the crash that took the young 
champion's life. Responses to the tragedy, from prominent figures in- 
volved in the motorsport, are quoted. The biography then returns to the 
beginning of Senna's career, documenting his rise to fame. Quotations 
from Ayrton Senna and from family, friends, and colleagues are used 
to develop a portrait of the young man. A closing chapter provides 
Senna's full racing record from 1973-94. 

2.12 Huff, Richard M. Behind the Wall: A Season on the NASCAR Circuit. 
Bonus Books, 1994. 291 pp. ISBN 1-56625-011-0. Nonfiction. 

This is literally the "story" of stock car racing. Reporter and race fan 
Huff follows the race team of Billy Hagan and the career of NASCAR 
driver Terry Labonte through the 1991-93 race seasons. This insider 
narrative is all on-scene observation. With only a small black-and-white 
photo insert, the text is lengthy, but the up-close perspective is capti- 
vating. Detailed explanations and descriptions snould interest both 
novices and knowledgeable enthusiasts. 

2.13 Leffingwell, Randy. Harley-Davidson: Myth and Mystique. 
Motorbooks International, 1995. 192 pp. ISBN 0-7603-0031-3. Nonfiction. 
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Rather than presenting a technical overview of the company's engineer- 
ing history, mis account chronicles the evolution of the Harley-Davidson 
Motor Company's reputation. Combining people, places, and events 
with minimal but useful technical detail, the book should appeal to the 
motorcycle novice and expert alike. Additionally, many large color pho- 
tos, concise captions, and the fluid prose style of the text will make it 
accessible to readers at many levels.

This guide traces the Harley-Davidson "big twin," Harley's trademark 
engine, from the 1936 "Knucklehead" through the 1984 "Shovelhead." 
Color photographs of specific models and model-year-specific features 
have useful explanatory captions. The text body is unified and integrates 
technical and nontechnical information eloquently. 

2.16 Moriarty, Frank. Sunday Drivers: NASCAR Winston Cup Stock Car 
Racing. Photographs by Rick Farnkopf. Howell Press, 1994. 175 pp. 
ISBN 0-943231-65-5. Nonfiction. 
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This is a detailed explanation of NASCAR, the National Association of 
Stock Car Auto Racing: autos, teams, tracks, crews, sponsors, money, 
rules, and drivers. Drivers are discussed as a group and as types, and 
individual drivers are introduced. The text closes with two chapters on 
the Daytona 500, the NASCAR "Super Bowl." Large color photographs 
are included throughout. The bulk of the writing is based on direct ob- 
servation of events and includes many quotations from participants. 

2.17 Paulsen, Gary. The Car. Harcourt Brace, 1994. 180 pp. ISBN 0-15-292878- 
2. Fiction. 

Fourteen-year-old Terry assembles a car from a do-it-yourself kit after 
his parents abandon him at their Cleveland home, each thinking the 
other will care for him. That's just as well by Terry, as he then decides 
to drive his Blakely Bearcat across the country. He meets up with 
Waylon, a forty-five-year-old wandering Vietnam vet, and together they 
travel west on an adventure of learning.

This attractive, oversized book lives up to expected Dorling Kindersley 
standards, making it an appealing volume for browsing as well as ref- 
erence. Plenty of illustrations accompany the text, which consists of 
concise descriptions of milestones in transportation of all sorts— outs and 
outriggers, roller skates and skateboards, spacecraft and hovercraft— all 
chronologically arranged with sociological impacts noted. The compre- 
hensive index includes cross-references. ER 

2.21 Wilson, Hugo. The Encyclopedia of the Motorcycle. Photography by 
Dave King. Dorling Kindersley, 1995. 320 pp. ISBN 0-7894-0150-9. Non- 
fiction. 
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This exhaustive reference capably overviews the motorcycle world and 
motorcycling history in alphabetical order.

member of Congress to vote against the entry of the United States into 
World War II that she is best known. Patsy Mink of Hawaii was the first 
woman of color and the first Japanese American woman to be elected 
to Congress. She focused her efforts on social issues and on better op- 
portunities for women in all aspects of American life. MC 

5.30 Denenberg, Barry. An American Hero: The True Story of Charles A. 
Lindbergh. Scholastic, 1996. 255 pp. ISBN 0-590-46923-1. 

Charles A. Lindbergh's historical flight is in this volume set within the 
context of his life experience and world events vividly enough to kindle 
awe and excitement even in those who hardly take note any longer of 
space shuttle lift-offs. Lindbergh's childhood, his captivation by dreams 
of flight during aviation's infancy, his serious study of its science, and 
his personal drive to fly across the Atlantic are well told and illustrated 
by black-and-white photographs. His place as grieving father in the 
"trial of the century" is also explored, as is his fall as a popular icon 
during World War II and his ultimate role as "ambassador of flight" 
prior to his death in 1974. This is an excellent selection for both research 
and pleasure reading. 

5.31 Deschamps, Helene. Spyglass: An Autobiography. Edited by Karyn 
Monget. Henry Holt, 1995. 308 pp. ISBN 0-8050-3536-2. Nonfiction. 

What would you do if you were seventeen years old and your beloved 
country was invaded by an enemy force? Helene Deschamps answered 
that question in 1940, when Germany invaded France, by joining the 
French Resistance and providing vital information to the Allies about 
German troop movements and personnel. She is captured and beaten, 
and devastated by her sister's death at German hands, but her autobi- 
ography shows that she remains true to her belief in her country and in 
an Allied victory. MC WL

John Marshall served on the U.S. Supreme Court for thirty-four years, 
beginning in 1801. Marshall's years on the court during its infancy 
shaped that institution as an important entity of government. Marshall 
believed in a strong federal government and influenced cases that de- 
termined precedents that affect the court today. In this volume from the 
Justices of the Supreme Court series, Feinberg also discusses Marshall 
the man, a deeply devoted husband and father and an opponent of sla- 
very at a time when that stance was not popular. ER

A good reference book for those studying Arafat and his leadership of

Although he does not remember school as the best time 
of his life, his memories of adolescence return to him again and again. 
Green's autobiography explores the universal nature of young boys, 
from his fear of storms as a child to his yearning for freedom as a young 
adult.

His restless mind 
caused him to try many areas before going to teachers' college, and in 
addition to teacher training Mao also gained experience as a political 
activist. These experiences remained important as Mao struggled for 
political power for the next thirty years. Finally, he achieved his goal of 
a Communist China in 1949, changing the history of world politics. 
Today, however, even former Mao loyalists question many of the tac- 
tics he used to bring change to China. MC

Books are selected on the basis of strong story 
line, clearpresentation, high-quality illustration, and probable appeal to young 
readers. The complete list is published each year in the December issue of the 
journal.
